while the Zeppelins found the fire of 
the cru isers too dangerous for them 
to keep up the fight. T he G erm an sea ­ 
planes dropped bombs, which, accord­ 
ing to th e British account, fell harm ­ 
lessly into tile sea. 
T h e Germans, 
however, claim to have hit two de­ 
stroyers and tiieir convoy, the latter 
being set afire. 
The Britisli ships rem ained in the 
vicinity for th ree hours w ithout being 
attacked by any surface w arships and 
picked up th ree of th e seven pilots 
and their planes.

Brought by Indians to Restrain Eng- 
ler Lumber Co. From Cutting 
20,000,000 Feet 
in chamber of the district court be­ 
fore Judge W. S. McClenahan there 
is being heard a case which seeks to 
enjoin the cutting of certain timber 
on Indian lands of the Red J*ake res­ 
ervation. 


The action is brought by Indians 
on the reservation, including William 
Potter, Schaday and John W. Carl,, on 
behalf of all the Indian tribes and is 
to prevent E. A. Bugler and the E. 
A. Engler Dumber Co. of Internation­ 
al Falls, from cutting 20,000,000 feet 
of timber that had been bought in 
I!*IO, on che ground that Engler was 
not the highest bidder. 


In the answer filed, said TI. B. Fry- 
berger, the well known attorney of 
Duluth, it is alleged that the Indians 
were merely stool pigeons and that 
tne Baektiis-Brooks people were be­ 
hind them. 


“ In this case,” said Mr. Fryberger, 
“ there are red Indians and white In­ 
dians too.” 


The answer states bids were ord­ 
ered filed Sept. 14, 1910, at the dis­ 
trict land office in Cass Lake, and a t­ 
ter Engler had made known his bid 
and after it had become possible for 
all parties, including the Minnesota 
& Ontario (Power Co. to obtain such 
knowledge, the power company on 
Sept. 15 presented what purported to 
be a sealed bid. 
It is alleged official 
in charge of the sale refused to con­ 
sider or open the bid, and the defend­ 
ants allege that the offering of the 
same was at a time when information 
as to the amount of the bids already 
filed was readily obtainable at Cass 
Lake. 
Ii is further alleged that the Land 
Cilice Department by written letter 
from the power company had receiv­ 
'd notice that the company by an al­ 
leged pretended bid had offered $71,- 
2(5.75, and that the department re­ 
fused to consider such a bid because it 
was too late. 
Thereupon,, it is alleged, Engler 
Citified the land department that in 
order to avoid all questions as to said 
ndian wards receiving for said tim­ 
ber all that could be received from 
any source that he would consent that 
the contract for the timber be fixed at 
the s'um of $5.86 per thousand for 
Norway pine and $6.86 per thousand 
for white pine, or a total upon said 
estimated valuation as fixed by the 
Cnit<d States government of $73, 
94.90, or a sum largely in excess of 
he alleged pretended bid of the pow­ 
er company. The Contract was drawn 
is alleged, and Engler obligated 
himself to pay for the timber and 
gave bonds. 
On Oct. 7, 1(9-10 a fire swept through 
and damaged a large portion of the 
groups of timber, necessitating its 
immediate removal. 
lA/t additional 
loss and expense it is alleged Engler 
emoved burned timber in the winter 
of 1910 and 1911 and the following 
season and by so doing saved all of 
said timber for the department and 
its Indian wards. * 
For four years Edgier had $15,000 
on deposit with the government as a 
guarantee,, it is alleged.

$•">,000 was spent to protect the tim ­ 
ber. 
A sawmill was erected at Bau- 
dette. 
This contract, it is alleged, 
has been known to the (Minnesota &

Minn., with the result that because of 
constant 
friction between the city 
manager and the members of the city 
council, the manager was incontin­ 
ently “bred,” aud the office abolish­ 
ed.” 
Knowing (Mr. Halsted s opinion of 
a city manager plan of charter, both 
ne and the writer being on the chart­ 
er commission of the city of Brain­ 
erd, it is plain why Editor Halsted 
should pick up t h e /above item and 
give it space. 
Those who favor and 
are working for such a form of gov- 
i.nm ent 
for the city of Brainerd 
would appreciate if he would now 
select from the following and print 
it in an equally eonspieious place in 
his paper. 
The National Short 'Ballot Organi­ 
zation keeps record* of all new, pro­ 
gressive charters commonly known as 
the Commission 'Form aud the City 
(Manager Plan. 
The Two Harbors 
charter L not accredited to either. 
The writer, feeling that no doubt 
the Two Harbor charter itself wuo 
to blame for whatever difficulties may 
have arisen in tho management of 
that city, wrote to the City Clerk of 
that city as follows; 
“Dear .Sir: — 
In a newspaper Bern I read that 
the city manager plan was tried out 
in your towu and that because of fric­ 
tion between the city manager and 
the members of the city council, the 
manager was ousted and the office 
abolished. 
Being interested in the 
city manager plan of government, 
will you kindly advise me what the 
true conditions are*

Here is the reply, 
“Dear Sir: — 
Replying to your ------------ beg to 
state as follows: 
The 
newspaper 
item to which you refer is erroneous. 
To my knowledge, there was no fric­ 
tion between the manager and tue 
council, but it was found that under 
our present Charter, which provides 
for certain officials and employees, 
it was found that the 'City Manager 
Plan, as tried here, was rather im­ 
practicable, 
I believe that the senti­ 
ment of the Council is still in favor 
of the city Manager Plan, but on 
account of peculiar local conditions, 
they fouud it necessary to discon­ 
tinue the office for the present at 
least. 
Personally,, I am a firm be­ 
liever in the City Manager Plan of 
Government, and I would not admit 
that the City Manager Plan has fail­ 
ed, even though it did not turn out 
the very best here in Two Harbors. 
The City Manager Plan does require a 
re-adjustment of the present condi­ 
tions before the best results can be 
obtained.
